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Introduction 


Lowell Nesbitt has emerged as one of the 
most important American artists dealing 
with realism. His paintings, prints and 
drawings are in many public and private 
collections throughout the world. Next year, 
he will have a major retrospective exhibi¬ 
tion in Europe. The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art is indeed proud to be able to show a 
retrospective exhibition of his flower 
paintings. 

Lowell Nesbitt has dealt with certain themes 
over the past years. Perhaps the most beau¬ 
tiful and poetic of his paintings are the 
flower series. Over 400 works have been 
created using the flower theme. The Cor¬ 
coran exhibition will contain a selection of 
about 100 works, paintings, drawings and 
prints on loan from collectors, dealers and 
the artist. 

Lowell Nesbitt was born in Baltimore and 
started to paint seriously in Washington 
during the late 50’s. He first exhibited at 
the Obelisk Gallery, Washington, D.C. in 
1957. A one gallery exhibition of his work 
was held at the Corcoran in 1964 the same 
year he began the Flower Series. Nearly 
a decade later, The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art is proud to exhibit this major retrospec¬ 
tive exhibition of Flower paintings by Lowell 
Nesbitt.

Lowell Nesbitt 


Lowell Nesbitt grew up in Baltimore. One Saturday morning his 
mother accompanied him and asked to see me. Entering the 
director’s office, she seemed quite upset and was soon telling 
me that she did not know what to do about her son’s wanting 
only to draw instead of playing outdoors. Should she force him 
to go out or if not should she find an art teacher for him? My 
advice was just to give him the best possible equipment — 
paints, pencils, paper, etc. — to keep them at hand and let him 
continue with his major interest. Even then he showed excep¬ 
tional ability which has continued to develop uninterruptedly 
until now, as a mature artist, he ranks among the foremost. 

At the Tyler School of Art he received the usual academic train¬ 
ing which led him, in opposition, to turn to abstraction. His 
first one-man show, held at the Baltimore Museum in 1958, con¬ 
sisted entirely of well-organized abstract paintings and it was 
not until 1963 that he changed his style quite radically and 
began developing figurative images. Then, while living here in 
Washington, he was fascinated by X-ray pictures of the human 
figure followed, the next year, by his first flower studies, many 
of them greatly enlarged. Although he has since developed his 
subject matter to include many other subjects, such as interiors, 
especially views of artists’ studios, and super-realistic figures of 
humans and objects, flowers have remained a dominant inspira¬ 
tion for him, as shown in this present exhibition. With them 
he has attained an enviable international reputation as an 
artist with a very personal style, with a viewpoint which is 
wholly contemporary and with brilliant technical skill.

T he first point that can be made about Lowell Nesbitt 
is that he is either blessed or cursed with ideas 
which run several years ahead of his physical capa¬ 
city to carry them out. Like Eugene Delacroix who, when 
interviewed, stated, “You may put in that in the matter 
of composition I have enough for two human lifetimes; 
and as for projects of all kinds I have enough for 400 
years.” Nesbitt is a victim of these ideas which sit as a 
keystone over his life and performance in art and force 
him to be one of the most prolific artists of our times. 
Since the completion of “64 Rose” in 1964, which Nesbitt 
considers to be his first fully realized flower painting, he 
has dealt with this theme in all mediums over 375 times. 
What began with roses has blossomed into a horticultural 
paradise graced with iris, daffodils, tulips, orchids, pop¬ 
pies, morning glories and lilacs, to menton only a few of 
the constantly recurring favorites. 

This massive numerical achievement alone would be suffi¬ 
cient for a decade’s work, but the “Flowers” represent 
only one of eleven thematic groupings which have ab¬ 
sorbed his interest during that same period. Chronologi¬ 
cally these themes are as follows: The “X Rays” (1963), 
“Figures” (1963), “Flowers” (1964), “Landscapes” (1964), 
“Facades” (1964-65), “Computers” (1965), “Interiors and 
Staircases” (1965), “Artists’ Studios” (1967), “Cape Ken¬ 
nedy and the Moon” (1969), “Ruins” (1970), and most 
recently “Caverns” (1971). And while the “Flowers” have 
been most common, all of the other themes are well 
fleshed out since Nesbitt carefully selected each one as 
a vehicle which could hold up under the barrage of a 
number of works. 

While any one of these groupings can be made to stand 
alone, as in this exhibition of the “Flowers”, a full under¬ 
standing of Nesbitt’s art can be realized only by sensing 
the linkage of these component themes into a universal 
whole. 



It is significant to know also that while Nesbitt is a sub¬ 
ject matter painter, having rejected pure abstraction as 
being too arbitrary in 1963, he continues to place great 
emphasis upon abstract, geometric compositional ele¬ 
ments, especially the circle, the triangle and the star, as 
the base for all of his art; and further, his approach to 
painting the object is expressed in terms of hardness and 
softness — edge and center as opposed to the specific 
photo reality of the subject represented. For these rea¬ 
sons Nesbitt considers himself to be a formalist, philo¬ 
sophically tied to Poussin and Ingres in the deep past 
and the American “Precisionist” painters in the recent 
past rather than with the “New” or “Sharp Focus Realists” 
of the present with whom he finds little in common. Per¬ 
haps the best example of his formalist concerns appears 
in the 1970 series of seven “Iris”, each painted as iden¬ 
tically as possible except in the surrounding fields which 
run the gamut from black-blue to blue-white. In this work 
Nesbitt states an association with Robert Rauschenberg’s 
serial facsimilies “Factum I” and “Factum II” of 1957. 

It seems necessary to reinforce this underlying, some¬ 
times almost subliminal, aspect of Nesbitt’s work so that 
one does not totally succumb to the charm of subject 
matter isolated from the full intent of the painting. 

In this same context it is possible to understand why oc¬ 
casionally a Nesbitt flower appears to associate over 
closely to a similar work by Georgia O’Keefe. Nesbitt has 
long felt an architectonic kinship with Charles Sheeler, 
Charles Demuth and O’Keefe which was re-awakened 
while he was working at the Phillips Gallery in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. during 1960 and 1961. He feels that this visual 
association emerged naturally and therefore accidentally 
as he pursued his own interest in floral forms which in 
their beginnings were quite removed from comparison. 
Nesbitt likes to think that he proceeds intelligently, with¬ 
out emotion, but it seems apparent that one cannot stare 


into the heart of a flower over an extended period of 
time without being conscious of its sex life which it so 
readily reveals. Let it suffice to say that Nesbitt’s search, 
like that of the “Precisionists”, is for subjects which re¬ 
late to the objective world but which still retain the aloof¬ 
ness of abstract art. 

Everything that Nesbitt has painted in the last ten years 
and everything that he will paint in the next two existed 
long before their execution as carefully pre-planned work/ 
study collages which stand as the ignition keys to his 
creativity. Using the “Flowers” as example, though it 
would hold equally true of any of the other themes, work 
begins by clipping a “bell ringing” image or images from 
an assortment of seed catalogs. These images are com¬ 
posed on an oversize corrugated cardboard backing and 
fixed in place. Occasionally, if the images do not react 
together willingly some drawing occurs to adjust them. 
The eventual canvas size is determined at this time by a 
ruled, pencil surrounding line, and then a six line grid, 
dividing the area into sixteen equal parts, is imposed 
over the image. After completion, the collage is filed away 
as part of an encyclopedia of timeless, non-wilting images 
waiting its turn for selection. 

Nesbitt is a traditionalist in his choice of materials and 
uses only slow drying oil paint which lends itself to his 
sensuous style of modeling form within shape and allows 
him to keep anywhere from twelve to twenty paintings 
developing simultaneously. As each work is completed a 
new canvas is prepared with the grid drawn on its surface. 
Working from the collage study, used more for shape than 
for color which is for him a secondary concern, a ten to 
fifteen minute pencil sketch translates the image up in 
scale and blocks in the primary masses. After this step 
all work continues with the brush. Interestingly, it is dur¬ 
ing this period in the life of the work that Nesbitt allows 


instinct to take over. In enlarging the image from six by 
nine inches to six by nine feet, with only a six line grid 
for guidance, considerable variance from the original 
occurs. This is not necessarily intentional but Nesbitt, 
now sure of his technique, allows his hand to determine 
placement correctness rather than allowing his head to 
become a slave to the collage study. 

At the end of the first painting session the entire canvas 
area is covered and the work is left in a state of rudi¬ 
mentary completeness. As an average it takes five work¬ 
ing sessions to complete a painting. 

At this moment Nesbitt is preparing a completely new 
thematic grouping which will be autobiographical in con¬ 
tent and which may have considerable effect on his future 
development. His conversation reveals concern about the 
extended worldliness of his art and a felt need for another 
re-examination similar to the catharsis of 1963 when he 
left abstraction; a desire to re-interpret his personal con¬ 
tact with reality, an increasingly introspective attitude not 
uncommon in the life of a man just turning forty. In es¬ 
sence, the paintings will not change radically nor will the 
subject groupings; the work will simply deal with Nes¬ 
bitt’s highly personal “Interiors”, “Facades”, “Flowers”, 
“Figures”, “Ruins” and “Caverns” at both the philosophi¬ 
cal and literal level. 

To the watcher Nesbitt’s life style seems more closely 
aligned to that of a dedicated concert pianist rather than 
a visual artist — a soft, graceful, unhurried and occasion¬ 
ally flamboyant exterior presentation covering the soul of 
an iron-willed self disciplinarian.
